ADOPT RESOLUTIONS 


The West Covina Improvement Asso­ 
ciation held its monthly meeting Mon­ 
day evening in the club-house, and pass­ 
ed strong resolutions in favor of the 
flood control bond issue, which is to be 
voted on by the voters of the county on 
February 2. 


Supervisor John J. Hamilton, who is 
chairman of the board of supervisors, 
was present, and made a strong address 
in favor of the bonds.

lhat community.

I Unlike the yearly reports of the var­ 
ious orange associations in this section, 
which are stories of how the rancher's 
bank account is made, the annual stock­ 
holders' meeting of the Covina Irrigat­ 
ing Company, held Tnesday in the of­ 
fices qf the company, was a record of 
the charges and expenditures for water 
throughout the year. Being the source 
of water supply for about 3000 acres of 
bearing citrus orchards in |he Cpvina 
valley, the annual gathering of the 
stockholders of this company is one of 
the important business meetings held 
annually by the ranchers^. 


One of the principal features of the 
meeting was the election of a" board of 
directors for the ensuing year. 
The 
•nine men selected for the directorate 
were: 
A. P. Kerckhoff, J. O. Houser, 
J. H. Cqolman, J. R. Elliott, E. B. Bar­ 
ry, H. G. Shorey, L..H. Harris, R. M. 
Douglass, and E. G. Prather. 


Of the new board, L. H. Harris and 
E. G. Prather are the new men, taking 
the places left vacant by George B. 
Scofiold and Dr. G. D. Jennings. 
Mr. 
Harris, ' besides 
being 
a 
prominent 
rancher, is a member of the city board 
of trustees, and will represent the city 
of Covina on the board. Since acquir­ 
ing the local domestic water system, 
the city'has become one of the biggest 
holders, of irrigating stock in the com­ 
pany, 
y 


There were over 7000 of the 10,000 
shares of stock represented at the meet­ 
ing either by the owners themselves or 
their proxies. 


The annual report of the secretary 
of the company was submitted by B. F. 
Edwards, and was accepted and ordered 
filed. 
A discussion 
of 
this report 
brought out the fact that tho company 
was in a thriving condition. 
Besides 
meeting the interest each year on the 
bonded indebtedness, a portion of the 
bonds themselves are being retired each- 
year. A complete record of the'report- 
is appended to this article. 


In response to a motion made by Dr. 
Jennings, the new board of directors 
was informed that it was the opinion 
of the stockholders that the company 
should purchase automobiles for the 
superintendent a'nd each of the zan- 
jeros. It* view of this expenditure, it 
was suggested that the salaries of each 
of the men be reduced $10 a month. It 
was the opinion of the meeting that 
these machines should be of the Ford 
type. 


The report of P. L. Nosh, superinten­ 
dent, told of many improvements made 
during the year. $5264.8(5 has been ex­ 
pended in the construction and laying 
of cement pipe. 5875 feet of 24-inch 
pipe, and 592 feet of 30-inch pipe are 
the biggest items. The main ditch that, 
carries the water from the distributing 
gates above Azusa, has been roofed 
over almost along\j;8 entire course, thus 
insuring a pure water supply, free from 
contamination. 


The Irwindale pumping plant was 
run 53 days last season, and about 450 
miner's inches were boosted to tho res­ 
ervoirs. This pumping was done at a 
little less than two cents an inch. The 
shortness of the pumping season and 
the added expense of some changes 
made the cost of pumping higher than 
it would otherwise have been. 
New 
turbine pumps have been installed, and 
the air domes on the boosters will bu 
enlarged, so that' the two wells can 
produce at least 500 inches apiece. 


Under the head of repairs, the super­ 
intendent is reinforcing pipe lines that 
have been weakened by flood waters, 
and in some cases now pipe has been; 
installed. It has been necessary to re­ 
place many of the measuring gates on 
account of their becoming warped. The 
entire system is now being kept" up to 
the highest standard possible. 


iB. M. Bowmaf, zanjero, reported that 
the total run of stock and contract wa­ 
ter during the year amounted to 154,- 
523 inchos. This shows an increase in 


the amount of water run during 1916, 
over the previous year. : 
"The reports of the San Gabriel river 
water committee, and the East Sido 
committee, were read. The former com­ 
mittee represents all the users who have 
rights in the San Gabriel river, while 
the East Side committee has control of 
the water disbursements to the Covina 
and Azusa companies, as well as some 
of the other smaller users. In all cases 
the reports indicated that improvements 
were being made. 


After the new board of directors was 
elected, an organizing meeting was 
Held. A. P. Kerckhoff was elected pres­ 
ident, J. O. Houser was named vice- 
president, B. F. Edwards* was elected 
secretary, and the First National Bank 
was named treasurer. P. L. Nash was 
retained as superintendent, and R. M. 
Bowman was re-elected zanjero. 
The 
application of H. G. Shorey for th«» 
position of assistant zanjero was hoard. 
J. R. Elliott was re-elected to represent 
the company on the "Committee of 
Nine,"

On Friday, February 2, there will be an election throughout the 
eounty, to authorize the issuance of flood control bonds, in the sum 
of $4,450,000> This is only three weeks ahead of us. 


The property-owners of this end of the county are very generally 
in favor of these bonds, but the hard work of convincing the city of 
Los Angeles is to be done. The biggest portion of the voting people 
of Los Angeles city either believe that this is wholly a country prob­ 
lem, or don't care one way or the other about it. Business men in 
Los Angeles are keenly alive to the situation, however, and the 
majority of them seem to be in favor of the issue. 


The bonds have enlisted one powerful friend in Motley 1-J. Flint, 
vice-president of the Los Angeles Trust & Savings Bank, formerly 
postmaster of Los Angeles. Flint is a big figure in Los Angeles and 
throughout Southern California. Not only is he whole-heartedly in 
favor of the bonds, but he has accepted the chairmanship of the com­ 
mittee that will carry on the campaign. He will work and speak for 
the bonds. 


If you encounter anyone in that great city who says that he can't 
see why he should vote for bonds that will merely improve property 
in the country, ask him if he is willing to keep on building $30,000 
concrete bridges over the country, which are swept out or damaged 
every time the storm-waters go on a rampage. The property-owners 
of the whole county pay for the replacement of these bridges, and they 
have paid for a good many replacements in the past ten years, to say 
nothing of what had gone before. 


Los Angeles city depends largely on two things, tourists and the 
money for the fruit and farm crops of Southern California. Are 
tourists favorably impressed by great scars made through the beauti­ 
ful country by the wild waters of the washes? Doesn't it cause a 
man of money from the East to hesitate in the matter of investment 
And the careless, pleasure-loving tourist—does he or she relish the 
blockading of the highways at the heighth of the winter season?

It has been taken from the assessment rolls of\Los Angeles county— 
it is gone—the soil went down into Long Beach harbor, where it was 
not wanted, and where it cost a huge amount of money to get rid of it. 


We know perfectly well that it is hard to arouse enthusiasm among 
non-property holders concerning a bond issue. That is the reason 
why every rancher and business man should begin at once to influence 
the non-property-holders. The prosperity of the country means their 
prosperity as well. No man, woman or child in the county escapes 
from personal damage when ranches and bridges and highways are 
wwept away. But if these non-property holders are not interested— 
if they don't core—they should be awakened by men and women who 
do care. 


The cost of this project will be $4,460,000. The bonds run for 
forty years at five per cent. 
Since 1907 enough public and private

This is a people's project, a business project. It does not elevate 
one man above another, not exploit one man to the disadvantage of 
another.

aphidB was asked several times.

I t is possible to very greatly reduco 
tho number of nphids by the 
npplicu 
tion 
of a spray of Rlacklenf 
40 
and 
whulo oil soap, using the materials in 
tho following 
proportions: 


Blackleaf 40, 1 pint; whulo oil soni 
A pounds; water 200 gallons. 


T o spray a largo walnut tree Is not 
only n difficult thing to do, but is ex 
pensive. 
Therefore, it is only 
during 
occasional years when the aphid* 
are 
«xeeedingly a b u n d a n t that it will at nil 
p a y 
to treat 
for 
them, 
Tho 
walnut 
alipis is presont in small numbers every 
year, but ovory 
few years their 
mini 
liors aro greatly increased, and do con 
sidarablo injury to the tree and 
nuts 
Tho last bud aphid year was lit 1913 
i n some few orchards, moro particular 
Jy in Bantu B a r b a r a county, they were 
r t t h e r a b u n d a n t lust year for tho first 
time since 1913. 
We inuy ox pout every 
tliroo or four years that the aphid will 
occur iu much greater numbers than or­ 
dinarily. 
The specific 
reuson for 
this 
periodical appearance iu not very well 
known. 
I t is trif> that, with a grout 
m a n y insects, they increase from 
year 
t o your until they roach a 
maximum, 
tshfin 
they drop very suddenly and then 
begin a similar 
increase over 
usually 
much the same period of time. 
This is 
partly due to the fact that the parasites 
nnd 
diseases 
work 
much 
moro 
effoc 
tively, 
and 
havo 
a better 
chance 
of 
spreading during the times of greatest 
abundanco. 
W i t h tho different 
species 
of ahpids, however, climatic conditions 
furnish a very 
important 
influence 
in 
regard to their numbers. 


I t is possible to kill the eggs, those 
b e i n g presont on tho twigs, during the 
winter season, with the winter strength 
of lime sulphur, but 
winter 
spraying 
it 
not 
desirable 
for 
the 
aphid 
alone 
because 
t h e r e 
may 
bo moro or 
less 
spread from 
adpoining orchards 
after 
t h e time for infestation appears in the 


spring. Moreover, one cannot prophesy 
during the winter whether or not 
the 
nphids are going to be a b u n d a n t 
the 
following 
summer, 
and 
it 
is only 
in 
thoso seasons whon they are 
a b u n d a n t 
t h a t it w|ll be profitable to apply ^ h e 
spray 
The situation in regard to tho 
control of tho walnut aphis sums itself 
up, so far 
as our knowledge, goes 
at 
present, in tho application of the sum 
mer treatment, but only in those 
sea 
sons 
when 
the nphis is 
exceedingly 
a b u n d a n t 
and doing conspicuous 
dam 
ago to tho tree and nuts.

oi, oporntod b y a gasoline engine sim 
ilar to those used for citrus troes. 
The 
liquid lime sulphur which is moro gen 
orally used for tho rod spider on citrus 
trees, we havo found to bo injurious to 
walnut troes, hence the recommendation 
of tho dry sulphur. 
Also tho dry sul 
phnr is cheaper, and more readily 
np 
pliod. The dry sulphur is used in com 
bination 
with 
hydrnted 
lime, 
using 
threo parts of sulphur to one of 
hy 
diatod lime, those being mixed together 
beforo being placed in the hopper 
of 
tho bellows. 
Tho dry sulphur is lies 
applied during tho early morning whon 
there is more or loss dew and not so 
much wind.

JOB-HUNTING ONCE MORE. 
I was now ready, to look for a job. 
The first day I had a chance to sign on 
as a government teamster, looking after 
a pair oJ'mulesat sixty dollars a month. 
I did not accept this position, but held 
it in reserve jn case I Couldn't,"land" 
anything* better. The second day, the 
city editor of the Cable-News American 
said that he had an opening for a re­ 
porter at eighty dollars a. month. At 
last I got in touch witM the Bureau of 
Education, which, I learned, wanted a 
man in its industrial department. Four 


' other candidates had been under con­ 
sideration for the position for several 
days when I arrived on the scene. I in­ 
terviewed the director, Mr. Frank E. 
White, a charming man who has since 
died, and as I made a favorable im 


' pression he asked me to call again. 


My application was considered for a 
week, during which .time I conversed 
with- several of the authorities of the 
Bureau. I didn't like the long delay, 
for I only expected to remain in Manila 
a few months—a fact which I had to 
keep a secret, however, or else no. one 
' wonld(have been anxious to engage me 
One afternoon, while the negotia 
tions were still going on, I was on the 
Luneta attending the daily concert of 
the Philippine constabulary band, when 
I was startled by a war-whoop. Look 
jng up, I aaw a sturdy figure dressed in 
the white costume of the tropics bound 
ing toward me. It was Richardson, who 
had just arrived in Manila from China. 
' I t was.the-first we had seen or heard of 
.one another for three months, and we 
•epent several hours that evening relat- 
ing'ourjjxperiences since' we separated. 


My next interview with the .bureau 
of education was the final one. My 
qualifications evidently satisfied the au 
thorities, for Mr. White opened the con­ 
versation by saying: ' 


"Well, we have decided to take you 
on> Mr. Fletcher—on one condition." 
"What is that!" I asked. 
... "That you remain permanently," he 
replied. 


This was Tather disconcerting, for I 
intended to stay only three months at 
most, and I wanted to be free to leave 
; 'at any time. However, I couldn't af­ 
ford to blurt this information out, or 
all would be lost. 


" I can't agree to anything like that, 
Mr. White," I said. " I assume that you 
reserve the right to discharge me if. my 
services are not satisfactory, and I want 
the same privilege to quit if I find that 
I don't like the work or can't get along 
with you or your assistants.'' 


"Of course, we take such matters in­ 
to consideration," he replied. "You 
may go to work at once if you wish." 


"There is one little matter which has 
not been 
mentioned yet," I «aid. 
"What is my salary to bef" 


"Two hundred pesos a month," re-,' 
.plied Mr. White. ThisVamount is equi­ 
valent to one hundred dollars. 


"That is satisfactory," I concluded, 
and was forthwith conducted into the 
department where I was to work. 


The bureau of education is one of 
the main divisions of the insular gov 
ernment and employs nearly two thou 
sand men and women, the large major 
ity of whom are scattered throughout 
the islands as teachers, Tho head of 
flee in Manila has about ono hundred 
and twenty on its staff, and there are 
divided 
among 
several 
departments 
The division of publications and indus 
trial information was the titlo of the 
department in which I was to work, and 
my duties consisted of issuing bulletins, 
editing text-books, publishing the Phil 
ippine Craftsman ( a monthly magazine 
of the bureau), and preparing the an 
nual report. This last embodied about 
fifty financial and statistical tables and 
twenty or more graphic charts showing 
the work accomplished by the bureau 
during the year. 
This annual report 
turned out to be the main part of my 
duties, and I was assisted by eight 
Filipinos, who compiled most of the ta 
bles under my supervision. As tho gov 
ernor-general of the islands had put in 
a "rush order" for this report, my as 
siatants and I wero compelled to work 
until eleven o'clock each evening for 
about a month. 


Immediately on his arrival in Manila, 
Richardson started to look for a job. 
The first day he met a friend from the 


Hawaiian Islands who was in the Phil­ 
ippines 
representing 
the 
Honolulu 
Planters' Association in obtaining Fili­ 
pino laborers for the sugar plantations 
in Hawaii. 
This man.said .he Would 
have a position open in a few weeks. 
Richardson informed him, however, that 
he could not wait, and would have to 
get; something at once.. The Hawaiian 
planter then agreed to take an option 
on his time at thirty dollars a week 
until a vacancy occurred. 
Richardson 
accepted this and remained in Manila 
to await developments. 


The duties of the job for which. Rich­ 
ardson was scheduled consisted in visit 
5 


ing several of the islands in tt smalt 
steamer, manned by a Spanish captain 
and crew,^and gathering laborers, who 
w.ould be taken to 'Manila and thence 
shipped fir Honolulu." He was to have a 
motion-picturo apparatus, with an oper­ 
ator and lecturer who would accompany 
him on his visits to the- small villages 
and towns. After showing the natives 
the wonders and advantages of life in 
Hawaii on the screen, he would sign 
them on and ship them out. , 


During his 
v wait in Manila Richard­ 
son was afflicted -with the common trop­ 
ical malady known as "dengue," and 
was confined to his bed for ten days. 
Dengue is conveyed by mosquitoes, and 
its symptoms are fever, a rash, and sore 
bones in every part of the body. Prob 
ably its most aggravating features are 
its after-effects, for a severe case often 
leaves the patient in such shape .that it 
requires several months to recover nor­ 
mal health. Fortunately, Richardson 
owing to his strong constitution and the 
fact that his attack waB comparatively 
light, was soon convalescent and" recov­ 
ered without the usual lingering after­ 
effects. 


He soon received word from his Bono 
lulu friend that he was to report in 
Cebu, a town on the island of the same 
name about five hundred miles south of 
Manila. He took an inter-island steam­ 
er and in a few'days reached his des­ 
tination and was ready for duty. He 
expected to go to work at once, but the 
man in charge at Cebu informed him 
that he was not needed and instructed 
him to return to Manila. There was 
evidently a switch * somewhere. 
After 
a little difficulty about expense money, 
which the CeSu man refused to pay, 
and which was finally 
1 adjusted satis 
factorily by wiring to the Honolulu rep 
resentative in Manila, my companion re­ 
turned north; arriving on a Wednesday 
morning. He was then paid off, receiv­ 
ing a total period of one month at 
thirty dollars a week with no work to 
do and an interesting trip with all ex 
pen se paid thrown in. 


On the Wednesday afternoon Rich­ 
ardson began to look round for another 
job, and by evening had obtained £ 
position as shipping clerk for a whole 
sale grocery house at one hundred dol 
lars a month. 
He went to 'work the 
next morning—Thursday. 
That even 
ing, after dinner, he received a letter 
from the bureau of public works, to 
which he had made application the af 
ternoon before, which stated that ho 
was required to go to the island of 
Mindanoa, a thousand miles south of 
Manila, and take charge of the con 
struction of several concrete bridges at 
a Balary of one hundred and twenty 
dollars a month and expenses. This of 
fer was especially tempting, not only 
because of the increase in salary, but 
for the opportunity it offered him to 
see'more of the islands—the motive for 
which he was traveling. The position— 
the official at tho bureau of public 
works stated—called for a knowledge 
of structural engineering, cement work 
and drafting.

WHEN COTTON BALES BURN. 


Firemen Always Dread That Type of' 
Warehouse Conflagration. 


A type of fire that the firemen dread 
a great deal Is a blaze In a cotton ware­ 
house. These fires generate an Im­ 
mense amount of dense, suffocating 
smoke and because of this fact have to 
be fought almost exclusively from the 
outside of the building. The smoke is 
of too dangerous n character to allow 
the,men "to remain any length of time 
Inside. Therefore the fire fighting has 
to be done entirely from tbe outside, 
by pouring great streams oil water 
through the windows and doorways 
until it is finally "drowned out." 


There is an added danger at fires of 
this type that; Is not generally known. 
The cotton bales are packed so closely 
In these buildings, with practically no 
space between them; and such an enor­ 
mous amount of water must be used 
to extinguish the fire, that the cotton 
absorbs tbe water and'begins to swell 
And-tbe "swelling" or expansion of tbe 
cotton, has been sufficient in a number 
of. c^sejr. to: force out .the walls of, the 
building, causing tbe structure to tum­ 
ble Into tbe street and within a abort 
time after the outbreak of the fire. 


This was the case at a fire In a cot­ 
ton warehouse in South Brooklyn sev­ 
eral years ago. Within three-quarters 
of an hour after this fire started, al­ 
though It was In a substantial looking 
stone building, tbe walls suddenly 
bulged out and crashed Into tbo street, 
and a number of firemen working near 
by narrowly escaped being killed.— 
Charles T. Hill in St. Nicholas. 


Sunken Ships Mark His Grave. 


There are many monuments to the 
"father of tbe British navy," Sir Fran 
cis Drake, throughout tbe world, but 
his "tomb" Is in tbe great deep upon 
which he made bis everlasting fame.
